whole, garter snakes are useful cieat 
mes and should not be molested. 

Around ndd September such snake 
start gathering at favorite hibernal 
lug dens, usually located on a sunny 
hillside where there are heaps ol 
rocks which form many holes am 
nannies into which the snakes may 
crawl. The hibernating den it sell may" 
be an abandoned coyote den, or some 
natural cavern. All during the month 
of September the snakes come from 
far and near to this hibernating 
home; when October’s Indian Summ¬ 
er days arrive, we see the little rep 
tiles sunning themselves on the 
ground near the dens. As the days 
grow collier and winter approaches, 
the snakes seek their favorite den 
where they form a large ball of In¬ 
tel twined bodies. In that snaky mass 
they He In a semi-torpid state a'l 
winter long, waking slowly in the 
springtime to finally scatter away 
from the den and follow their indiv¬ 
idual paths all summer long. 

Two regions of western Canada 
have poisonous snakes; the arid 
country of southeastern Alberta and 
: out It western Saskatchewan, ami the 
lower part of the Okanogan Valley 
in British Columbia. The Prairie 
Rattlesnake Is found In both districts 
a sluggish reptile that tries hard to 
avoid contact with humans. There 
are very few cases of poisonous 
snake bite reported in Canada, most¬ 
ly because the Prairie Rattier will 
always get out of our way if It is at 
all possible. 

Rattlers also congregate In favor¬ 
ite hibernating spots the same as 
garter snakes, and people who live 
in poisonous snake country usually 
avoid spots known to be favored 
by the reptiles. Bill and Bruce Mc¬ 
Kenzie of Medicine Hat. Alberta, are 
exceptions to this rule: these men 
are proficient archers, and every 
autumn they go seeking rattlesnakes 
as targets for their deadly arrows 
On one afternoon’s hunt last fall, the 
McKenzie brothers bagged 17 rattle¬ 
snakes with their bows and arrows ! 
Farmers of that region cheer on 
these snake shooters, because of the 
snake menace to children and to 
live-stock In such concentrated 
areas.'Rattlesnake shooting with the 
how and arrow must rank as one of 
the most dangerous hunting sports 
pnp Ui ed on the North American 
continent today. Bill and Bruce Mc¬ 
Kenzie originated this nervy game, 
and most of us will be quite willing 
to let them have the sport all to 
htemselvea.

My friends put up a question, an 
old one in the west—it still survives. 
“Suppose', lie w rites, there are a 
hundred banks iu Manitoba, on Mon¬ 
day morning they start loaning and 
in live years they have $50 million 
outstanding. Then they begin to call 
iu their loans. What happens? Tho 
answer is bard times and depiess- 
ion.” Statements like that were quite 
common during the depression ol the 
thirties. 

Let us put them to tho test of real- 

"> 

(1) The banks are money lenders. 
That Is not their entire source of in¬ 
come. they have investment . they 
render services for which small fee 
are charged. 

(2) Why should bauku call tholr 
loans, “draw in their money", de¬ 
prive Ihemeselves of their income un¬ 
less they thought that it was necc: 
ary to protect their depositors, pre¬ 
vent their borrowers from over¬ 
reaching. 

(3) But isn’t it true that banks are 
more willing to loan at one time than 
they are at another? Certainly. When 
skies are clear and prospects bright 
they are more eager to loan. Rem¬ 
ember too. that is the best time to 
borrow. Its a case of willing borrow¬ 
er meeting willing lender. There are 
however, times when in the interests 
of all it is advisable to apply the 
brakes to credit expansion. 

But are tlie banks always respon ibl* 
for the reduction of loans? I there 
not at times a decline in demand 
which is somewhat diffcient from 
a reduction in supply? Here i a 
statement from an expert on* 1 who 
has written widely on this subject: 

"Ordinarily, to bring about a <ain 
traction of credit banks must take 
positive steps to deter trudei • from 
borrowing. Rut it may happen that 
demand is ho Contracted and mark¬ 
ets so unfavorable that trader:' see¬ 
ing no prospect of profit, abstain 
from enterprise and do not hoi row 
The reluctance of 
cause a contraction 
as effectively as the 
lenders."

Health Is an essen¬ 
tial not an incidental, wealth an In¬ 
cidental. Honor, Inward honor, essen¬ 
tial.

Its comprehension 
requires the awakening of that which 
underlies the Intellect when one 
says. 'I know, but how I know I 
know not.”
